Yesterday, a British army pa- 
trol shot dead a Catholic you- 
th they said was hurling pet- 
rol bombs, and in retaliation 
an IRA sniper killed a soldier 
from the same battalion as the 
patrol. 

Despite the tghtly-stretched 
nerves, Protestants, who are 
fiercely loyal to the Queen, 
sought to give her a welcome. 

The working class backstre- 
ets of their areas flew a lavish 
display of bunting and British 
flags. But there will be no fri- 
endly “walkabouts" by the 
Queen. 

At Hillsborough Castle, 
2,000 carefully selected guests 
arrived to meet the Queen af- 
ter submitting to rigorous se- 
arches in which police even 
opened match boxes. 

The Queen conferred hono- 
urs on several leaders of Nor-, 
them Ireland at an investiture 
at the castle. 

Observers believed that the 
garden party -- one of two to 
be held during the Queen's 
two-day visit here -- threaten- 
ed to confirm more than ever 
in the eyes of the Catholic 
minority that she is "Queen 
of the Protestants”. 

Since the Queen’s yacht. Bri- 
tannia. anchored in Belfast Lou- 
gh this morning, the streets of 
Belfast, patrolled unceasingly 
by the army, have been virtu- 
ally pmptv. Nevertheless Que- 
en Elizabeth was flown back 
to the yacht this evening to 
spend the night aboard Britan- 
nia. for security reasons. 

The focal point of anxiety 
for security chiefs is at Cole- 
raine, SO kms. north of Hills- 
borough. 

Yesterday, guerrillas explod- 
ed a one pound bomb buried 
in the garden of a university 
there where the Queen will 
spend six hours tomorrow. 

Army chiefs, fearing a spec- 
tacular action by the IRA ur- 
gently investigated how the 
tight security screen round the 
university was pierced. 

The IRA, which accuses the 
Queen of “brinkmanship” by 
visiting Northern Ireland, has 
sent many sympathisers into 
hiding to avoid detention. 

Prince Philip, the Queen’s 
husband, joined her at the cas- 
tle after a brief visit to a Bel- 
fast shipyard. 

Tonight, there will be a rece- 
ption aboard the royal yacht 
before it sails for Coleraine. 

Today the Britannia anchor- 
ed well out of mortar range 
from the shore and frogmen 
checked the hull for possible 
limpet mines which the IRA 
has said it possesses.

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Palestinians 
accuse Israel 
of massing 
troops on 
Lebanese border 

BEIRUT, Aug. 10 (R). — The 
Palestinian news agency Wafa 
today accused Israel of mass- 
ing troops along the volatile 
border with Lebanon while Le- 
banese rightists and leftist- 
Palestinian gunners continued 
a bloody artillery duel on two 
southern fronts. 

Rightwing sources in Beirut 
said eight people had been kil- 
led and three wounded in to- 
day’s clashes between the Le- 
banese and the Palestinians in 
the Qlei’a and Marjeyoun ar- 
eas. 

Wafa accused the Israelis of 
intensively shelling the three 
main fronts in the south aro- 
und midnight last night and 
referred to “the movement of 
Israeli gunboats” near Tyre. 
There was no independent con- 
firmation of this. 

The agency added : "The Is- 
raeli enemy is stepping up the 
situation in the south. There 
are also movements of armou- 
red units.” It said the Israelis 
had used artillery and rockets 
in last night's bombardments. 

On Monday Wafa reported 
that Israeli troops backed by 
tanks and artillery had cros- 
sed the border into Lebanon 
and tried to storm Yarin vil- 
lage, 1,200 metres from the 
frontier, but had been beaten 
back. 

Wafa today also referred to 
a statement by Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin on 
Monday in which he publicly 
disclosed for the first time 
that Israeli gunneis were sup- 
porting rightwing forces in the 
south. 

The agency quoted Mr. Yas- 
ser Arafat as saying that 
“this affirms clearly that Zi- 
onist forces were behind the 
military escalation in south 
Lebanon and used isolationist 
(rightist) forces as a cover for 
their aggression.” 

In Beirut, the Arab peace- 
keeping force announced today 
that 325 ton of "excessive” 
anns have been removed from 
Palestinian camps in Lebanon 
under the terms of a recent 
agreement. 

The weapons included 106- 
mm, 5- mm and B-10 guns, mor- 
tars, rockets and heavy mach- 
ine guns, it said. 

A statement by the mainly 
Syrian force said other big 
quantities of arms had been 
removed and taken to south 
Lebanon and that a list of them 
would be compiled soon. 

The peace plan, drawn up by 
high-ranking Syrian, Lebanese 
and Palestinian representatives 
last month, was based on a 
3969 Cairo agreement which 
regulates the Palestinian pre- 
sence in Lebanon. 

Today’s statement said that 
from Monday, the peace-keep- 
ing force would take steps to 
ensure the full implementation 
of the first and second phases 
of the plan, which involve units 
of the force being stationed 
around the Palestinian camps. 

The force warned that ille- 
gal offices or arms dumps in- 
side or outside the camps wo- 
uld be stormed. 

It added that 76 offices and 
ammunition dumps pertaining 
to commando organisations in 
Lebanon had been closed.

ROME, Aug. 10 (R). — Thous- 
ands of Ethiopian troops are 
battling to regain control of 
a strategic route in the disnu- 
ted northern province of Erit- 
rea, a spokesman for the Erit- 
rean Popular Liberation Front 
(EPLF) said in Rome today. 

The battle for the road bet- 
ween Addis Ababa and Asma- 
ra, the Eritrean provincial capi- 
tal, is being fought between 10 
and 15 Ions, south of Asmara, 
EPLF spokesman Andemichael 
Kahsai told Reuters. 

He said Ethiopia had sent in 
a combination of its "peasant 
army" regular troops and its 
highly-trained "Flame Brigade” 
to recapture the town of Deca- 
mere, which the EPLF says it 
seized on July 6. 

The spokesman added that 
Ethiopian forces also tried to 
attack EPLF units on another 
road leading to Decamere but 
were forced back. 

He said about 10,000 Ethio- 


pian troops were involved in 
the two battles. 

If they recaptured Decame- 
re, the Ethiopians were appare- 
ntly aiming to seize control of 
Saganeiti. further south on the 
same road to Addis Ababa, 
which the EPLF says it captu- 
red last Wednesday. 

The spokesman said the EPLF 
took more than 100 Ethiopian 
prisoners and seized about 200 
Soviet-made Kalashnikov and 
Semenov rifles. 

A Rome spokesman for the 
second major Eritrean insur- 
gent group, the Eritrean Libe- 
ration Front (ELF), also said 
fighting was under way in the 
Asmara area. He gave no de- 
tails. 

Both spokesman said they 
had no confirmation of a claim 
that the third insurgent group, 
the Ethiopian Liberation Front- 
Popular Liberation Front (ELF- 
PLF), had captured Agordat, 
a town on a road from Sudan 
to Asmara.

"When they arrive I think 
it will be no secret," the am- 
bassador said. "The number in- 
volved is very large - - we beli- 
eve between 5,000 and 9,000.” 

In Mogadishu, an Informa- 
tion Ministry spokesman char- 
ged that Ethiopia used a medi- 
ation meeting arranged by the 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) in Gabon "as a plat- 
form for false accusations aga- 
inst Somalia and as a cover-up 
for the intended open aggres- 
sion against the Somali Demo- 
cratic Republic.” 

The spokesman said it was 
clear that Ethiopia's leaders 
intended to wage war against 
Somalia in a desperate attempt 
to divert attention from seri- 
ous internal economic and po- 
litical chaos and the liberation 
wars being waged by the WSLF 
and in Eritrea. 

In Geneva. Somali Fore- 
ign Minister Abdurahman Ja- 
ma Barre said today forces of 
the Western Somali Liberation 
Front now controlled 90 per 
cent of the Ogaden desert.

His Majesty King Hussein 

King Hussein to address nation as 
all Jordan marks silver jubilee day 

AMMAN (Agencies). — His Majesty King Hussein climaxes celebrations mark- 
ing the 25th anniversary of his accessi or. to the throne tomorrow with a speech 
spelling out his hopes for the future. 

Thousands of Jordanians and leaders of the occupied West Bank will 
converge on AI Hussein Youth City to hear the 41 -year old King, flanked by 
his top aides, review Jordan's achievements over the past quarter of a century 
and spell out what he aspires to achieve in the coming years. 

The 35,000-seat stadium at the Al Hussein Youth City with the jubilee 
green and white flag fluttering overhead, will witness military bands, includ- 
ing Scottish-trained bag-pipers, with their elegant white uniforms performing 
in the stadium before the King arrives to address the nation in the evening. 

After the King finishes his speech white doves will be released and the 
celebrations begin. 

Parades are being organised by schoolboys and girls and boy scouts and 
girl guides. 

Before the celebrations end military bands will beat the retreat. The ca- 
pital is now decked with placards greeting King Hussein and jubilee flags flutter 
from posts on the streets. 

Government buildings are flood-1 it and the city will be the scene of fire- 
works for two hours tomorrow night __ 

Somalia expects “foreign 
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Arab flexibility on the issues 
posing an obstacle to Middle 
East peace. 

Mr. Vance said fundamental 
differences remained between 
Israelis and Arabs on key is- 
sues and the gap had not been 
narrowed during two days of 
talks with Israeli leaders. 

He told a press conference 
that some Arab .states had 
showed at least some increased 
willingness to compromise. He 
cited the Arab concessions to 
rethink the definition of the 
kind of peace they want in 
the end. 

Asked if he had made pro- 
gress on the principal issues 
during his two days of talks 
with Israeli Premier Menachem 
Begin, Mr. Vance said : “In our 
discussions here in Israel, we 
did not narrow the gap on any- 
thing beyond where the posi- 
tion was when we were in 
Taif." 

The secretary of state was 
referring to his stay In Saudi 
Arabia before coming to Israel 
for talks. 

Mr. Vance said he would 
meet foreign ministers of prin- 
cipal Arab states and Israel at 
the United Nations General As- 
sembly in New York next 
month and would shuttle bet- 
ween them to discuss further 
peace moves. 

The Israelis took a some- 
what more optimistic view of 
the talks here. Mr. Begin said 
they had been held in a good 
atmosphere and without any 
conflict 

Prince Hassan 
returns home 

AMMAN (JNA). — His High- 
ness Crown Prince Hassan 
Wednesday returned home at 
the end of a three-day visit 
to Pakistan. 

A joint communique released 
at the end of the visit stated 
that Jordan and Pakistan are 
determined to develop and 
strengthen cooperation in ail 
fields and to boost the activi- 
ties of the joint committee 
(which started to operate in 
1975) for strengthening tech- 
nical and economic relations 
between the two countries. 

The two sides reviewed the 
situation in the Middle East 
and reiterated their belief that 
just and lasting peace in the 
region would never be achiev- 
ed unless the legitimate rights 
of the Palestinian people were 
recognised. 

Both parties denounced Is- 
raeli actions in the occupied 
lands. They also denounced 
digs carried out by Israel 
around Moslem holy sites, the 
desecration of Christian and 
Moslem holy places, the esta- 
blishment of settlements on 
Arab lands and "Judaisation” 
of education and civil and Is- 
lamic laws in the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

Prince Hassan expressed the 
appreciation of the people and 
the government of Jordan for 
Pakistan’s support and backing 
for Arab and Islamic causes. 

On his way back to Amman 
the Prince stopped over in Ba- 
hrain where be met with the 
Bahraini prime minister and 
Bahrain's crown prince. 


Mr. Vance, climaxing a 10- 
day mission in six countries, 
said: "2 would like to have ma- 
de more progress. But I feel 
the visit to the various coun- 
tries has been useful even 
though sharp differences rem- 
ained.” He said all parties re- 
mained united on the need for 
holding a Geneva peace con- 
ference. 

Mr. Vance expressed hope 
for progress in September and 
said the Geneva conference 
could reopen before the end of 
the year. 

Discussing the accomplish- 
ments of his Middle East trip, 
Mr. Vance said all the parties 
had discussed the key issues in 
greater detail than ever before 
and had shown a willingness to 
examine opposing views. 

“In some cases what appear- 
ed to be irreconcilable differ- 
ences have disappeared... there 
has been agreement on general 
principles. There are differen- 
’ ces on wordings on others - - 
and on the question of establi- 
shing Palestinian entity there 
was a sharp division,” Mr. V.in- 
ce said. 

He added that the Israelis 
had been very firm in rejecting 
the idea of a Palestinian en- 
tity. 

Mr. Katz said that Israel 
would not accept the PLO even 
at proximity talks in New York 
next month. 

Under this now-familiar pro- 
ximity procedure Mr. Vance 
will hold separate talks with 
Arab and Israeli ministers, con- 
veying proposals from one side 
to the other. 

Asked whether the Arab sta- 
tes have agreed to the proxim- 
ity talks, Mr. Katz said : "I 
think there is a chance of it.” 

The answer of the Arab sta- 
tes is expected to be known 
after Mr. Vance leaves here 
tomorrow and concludes his 
raissioirwith brief visits to Jor- 
dan, Syria and Egypt. 

This left unresolved the que- 
stion of when a resumed Gene- 
va peace conference might con- 
vene. The target date of Oct. 
10 looked increasingly unlikely 
but Mr. Begin said “If Geneva 
cannot be held then it would 
not be a tragedy.” 

USSR will not 
go to Geneva 
without PLO, 
paper says

AMMAN (J.T.). — The plant- 
ing of some six million Alep- 
po pines begins this autumn 
in Wadi Zarqa. on the hillsi- 
des above King Talai Dam, as 
part of a massive government 
reafforestation project.

The planting is also designed 
to prevent silting of King Talal 
Dam, a process that is already 
taking place, reduce soil ero- 
sion and help conserve water 
supplies. 

The sum of JD 180.000 has 
been provided for the Wadi 
Zarqa project by Britain’s Mi- 
nistry of Overseas Develop- 
ment as part of its capital aid 
programme to Jordan. Britain 
recently agreed to provide ca- 
pital aid and technical coope- 
ration of between JD 6 and JD 
7 million for the three-year 
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in south Lebanon. The paper 
said that Israel is using this 
issue simply as a way out 
should the current Middle 
East peace effort produce en- 
ough international pressure 
demanding a withdrawal from 
occupied Arab territories.

“Only a few remnants are 
left after centuries of gradual 
despoliation. The building of 
the railway, which used wood 
for fuel, the steady increase 
in population and the presence 
of herds of goats and camels 
are all partly responsible for 
the disappearance of this fo- 
rest. 

"The area has a long, dry, 
rainless summer and the Alep- 
po pine has been chosen be- 
cause it stands up well to 
these conditions. Special me- 
thods of planting will be used 
to enable the roots of the tre- 
es to gather moisture from 
deep down in the soil." 

Trained in Cyprus 

Mr. Davidson said that 
many members of Jordan’s fo- 
restry staff had been trained 
at the Forestry School in Cyp- 
rus with British financial aid. 

Four years ago British ex- 
perts were asked to assist in 
the reafforestation programme 
by the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Natural Resources. “We 
were pleased to provide JD 
85,000 in capital aid in 1972 
to cover equipment, the nur- 
sery work in raising trees and 
an earlier reafforestation pro- 
ject in Wadi Zarqa,” Mr. Da- 
vidson said. 

The JD 180.000 provided by 
Britain for the new scheme 
is to cover the cost of equip- 
ment, roadmaking and trans- 
porting plants and other mate- 
rials to the site. 


Agreement 
signed on 
loan for 
refinery 
expansion 

AMMAN (JNA). — An agree- 
ment was signed with .a con- 
sortium of European and Arab 
banks here Wednesday to lend 
JD 33 million to the Jordan 
Petroleum Refinery Company 
to expand its Zarqa plant. 

The expansion project will 
boost production from one mil- 
lion to 3.5 million tons a year 
to cover Jordan’s fuel needs 
up to 1985. 

Various units will be instal- 
led: A distillation unit with a 
capacity of 6,200 tons a day; 
units to produce 225 tons of 
butane gas a day, 20 tons of 
hydrogen a day, 100 tons of 
asphalt a day; a unit to up- 
grade 1.000 tons of petrol a 
day ; and additional storage 
tanks. 

The JD 65 million expansion 
project was started in 1975. 

The agreement was signed 
for the consortium by Mr. Ab- 
dul Hamid Shuman, President 
of the Arab Bank, and for the 
refinery by Mr. Mohammad 
Budeir, Vice President of the 
petroleum company, and Mr. 
Hashem Dabbas, Under-Secreta- 
ry at the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce and member of 
the company's Board of Admi- 
nistration. 

Biologists 
end course 
atYarmouk 
University 

IRBID (JNA). — A group of 
Arab biologists completed a 
training course in biology tea- 
ching methods at Yannouk Uni- 
versity Wednesday. 

The course was organised 
by Yannouk University in co- 
operation with the Arab Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultu- 
ral Organisation (AECSO). 

Certificates were handed out 
by AECSO Science Director 
Dr. Muhieddine Saber. 

Dr. Saber thanked Yarmouk 
University and the University 
of Jordan for helping to orga- 
nise the course. The President 
of Yarmouk University. Dr. 
Adnan Badran, said that 
the university had allocated a 
number of seats to Arab stude- 
nts. It will always be ready 
to host seminars of Arab edu- 
cational experts, he added. 

Participants in the course 
included biologists from Jordan. 
Kuwait, Libya and the United 
Arab Emirates. 

Iraq to have 
50-dunum plot in 
Aqaba free zone 

AMMAN (JNA). — Minister of 
Finance Mohammad Dabbas re- 
turned here at the end of a 
four-day visit to Iraq during 
which he held talks on bilate- 
ral relations. 

Agreements were signed to 
increase Iraqi exports via the 
Port of Aqaba, to provide Iraq 
with a 50-dunum piece of land 
in the Aqaba free zone for 10- 
years to store goods imported 
through the Port of Aqaba and 
to activate tourism between 
the two countries.

MESSAGE FROM 
KING DELIVERED 
TO ANWAR SADAT 

ALEXANDRIA, Aug. 10 (JNA). 
— Jordan’s Ambassador to 
Egypt, Mr. Zouqan ffindawi, 
today delivered a written mes- 
sage to President Anwar Sadat 
from His Majesty King Hussein. 

The message deals with the 
points discussed by Jordan 
with U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, Mr. Hind awl told 
reporters. It also outlines Jor- 
danian remarks on and amend- 
ments to US. proposals for a 
Middle East peace settlement, 
he added. 

The message explains Jor- 
dan’s positions stated during 
talks with Mr. Vance. They 
conform with those adopted by 
the confrontation states and 
are based on two fundamental 
principals : The necessity for a 
total Israeli withdrawal from 
all the occupied Arab territo- 
ries and the guaranteeing of 
the Palestinian people’s legiti- 
mate rights, including its right 
to self-determination in its ho- 
meland, Mr. Hindawi conclud- 
ed. 


AMMAN (JNA). — The Consul- 
tative Council of the United 
.Nations Relief and Works Ag- 
ency for Palestine Refugees 
(UNRWA) met at the Jordan 
Intercontinental Hotel Wednes- 
day to debate the commission- 
er general's report on its work 
over the past year.

U.S. to finance purchase 
of 100,000 tons of wheat 

AMMAN (JNA). — The United States will finance the 
purchase of 100,000 tons of wheat worth $10.3 mil- 
lion in U.S. fiscal year 1977, according to an amended 
agreement signed at the National 'Planning Council 
Wednesday. 

Jordan will repay the U.S. over a 20 year period 
at an interest rate of two per cent in the first and 
second years and three per cent in the remaining 
years. 

The Jordanian government will sell the wheat to 
local flour mills and consumers. Proceeds will help 
finance development projects, particularly those in- 
creasing agricultural output. 

The amendment was signed for Jordan by Presi- 
dent of the National Planning Council Dr. Hanna 
Odeh, and for the U.S. by Ambassador, Thomas 
Pickering. 

The original agreement provided a total of 50,000 
tons of wheat worth $4.8 million.

The accord was signed du- 
ring the recent visit by Minis- 
ter of Industry and Commerce 
Dr. Najmeddine Dajani to Bul- 
garia. It also approved the pro- 
vision of technical expertise by 
Bulgaria.

The Cabinet also agreed to 
send judge Dawud Abu Ghaza- 
leh to a legal seminar organis- 
ed by the American Bar Asso- 
ciation in cooperation with the 
U.S. government. 

The seminar will be held in 
a number of U.S. cities bet- 
ween Oct. 6 and Nov. 14. 

A public health law was alsn 
approved by the Cabinet. It 
bans smoking in public places 
and forces cigarette companies 
to write "Smoking is Unheal- 
thy" on every packer of ciga- 
rettes, whether produced local- 
ly or imported. The law also 
bans the production of sweets 
In the shape of cigarettes. 


News centres spotlight attempt 
to create Arab media system 


The Arab States Broadcasting Union established a 
news exchange system in July 1974 to break the mono- 
poly grip the Western world bad on the news media. 
The union's Secretary General, Mr. Salah Abdul Kader, 
recently in Amman for a non-aligned information meet, 
told the Jordan Times how far the system had progres- 
sed in its three years of existence and how the non-alig- 
ned bloc can benefit from the experience of the union in 
its endeavours to combat the power of the international 
news agencies. 


Government urged to 
give UNICEF JD 1,000 


AMMAN (JNA). — A commit- 
tee set up to prepare for Inter- 
national Children's Year to be 
held in 1979, Wednesday cal- 
led on the government to do- 
nate JD 1,000 to UNICEF as 
Jordan’s contribution to child 
welfare throughout the world. 

It also recommended the 
establishment of a national so- 
ciety to take care of children 
and organise a children's week 
in 1979, besides building play- 
grounds and parks. 

It urged the media to pro- 
duce children’s programmes, 
the National Lottery Commit- 
tee to organise a special issue 


to finance children’s projects 
and the post office to issue 
a commemorative stamp in 
1979. 

It recommended that private 
companies consider the need 
for nurseries for their female 
employees. 

The committee, which inclu- 
des representatives from the 
Ministries of Education, Infor- 
mation, Health and Labour, fin- 
ally recommended that conte- 
sts for the best children’s bo- 
oks and songs be held among 
writers and composers and ch- 
ildren's toys exempted from 
customs and their prices fixed.

The Arab States Broadcast- 
ing Union ASBU has set up 
three centres in the Arab Wo- 
rld to ensure an effective ex- 
change and dissemination to 
the outside world of news it- 
ems and programmes of a pu- 
rely Arab nature. Mr. Abdul 
Kader stated. 

‘The era when the only film 
to reach the non-Arabic au- 
dience was that supplied by 
the international agencies has 
come to an end. From now on 
the Arab countries have their 
own voice in the international 
radio and television world," 
he stressed. 

The three centres are dis- 
persed over the region so that 
the entire Arab World is cov- 
ered. A centre in Amman ser- 
ves the Mashraq area, that is 
Jordan, Syria. Lebanon, Egypt 
and Sudan; the Rabat centre 
covers Morocco, Algeria and 
Tunisia; and the Kuwait cen- 
tre homes in on Kuwaic itself, 
Iraq, Saudi Arabia, Aden and 
the United Arab Emirates. 

Each centre collects and 

distributes information within 
its own area, and exchanges 
it with other centres, or with 
foreign news agencies and br- 
oadcasting organisations. 

Mr. Abdul Kader stressed 
that there should be a regular 
exchange among ASBU mem- 
bers and with other broadcast- 
ing unions and countries that 
are associate members of the 
union. 

ASBU members are develop- 
ing a successful exchange sys- 
tem, in spite of limited faci- 
lities. The Amman centre, for 
example, receives a daily pa- 
ckage of television news from 
Europe through Baqa’a satel- 
lite station. 

Jordan Television uses such 
items in its news bulletins.. 
It then makes copies of this 
material, adds local items, and 
sends the whole package by 
air or car to neighbouring co- 
untries served by the Mash- 
raq centre. The following day. 
the tapes are sent back with 
recordings of the local news 
programmes of those countries. 


Before this system was or- 
ganised, news from other parts 
of tbe world took four days 
to arrive. Now there is only 
a 24-hour delay for those with- 
out direct satellite links, Mr. 
Abdul Kader stated. 

Special radio and television 
programmes on one particular 
theme are also produced by 
each ASBU member. 

Copies of each programme 


Mr. Abdul Kader emphasi-. 
sed that problems are gradually 
being overcome. Some of the 
countries concerned are plan- 
ning or are already establish- 
ing microwave links, which 
will eventually provide an el- 
ectronic exchange network. 
Saudi Arabia. Iraq, Qatar and 
Sudan have constructed earth 
stations to receive material di- 
rectly. 

Mr. Abdul Kader said that 
the union did not wait for 
such facilities to get the ex- 
change started. 

A programme and news ex- 
change system for the SB non- 
aligned countries could have a 
similar start, be stressed. Re- 
gional centres could be set up 
in the non-aligned countries 
in accordance with their geo- 
graphical distribution. 

These centres could operate 
like ASBU regional centres, 
linked by a major coordinat- 
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The Baqa'a satellite station : A vital link In an Arab information 
system battling against the Western news agencies. 


are distributed to individual 
Arab countries so that each 
country receives the program- 
mes of the others. This en- 
sures the exchange of culture 
among ASBU members. The 
use of classical Arabic makes 
this easier. 

The union will also exchan- 
ge programmes with associate 
European and Asbn members. 
In this case, the language bar- 
rier will have to be over- 
come. In the meantime, prog- 
rammes will have to be con- 
fined to music, variety, folk- 
lore and documentaries. 

Each centre is in a city that 
has an earth station directly- 
linked to ti satellite for the 
reception and transmission of 
programmes. In turn, the cen- 
tre serves the other countries 
within its own area using 
land, air or microwave links. 

One of - the biggest handi- 
caps Is the lack of air flights 
at the times necessary frr ax- 
changes.

Recently the Minister for 
Aboriginal Affairs, - Ian Viner, 
was asked what it was like to 
be an Aboriginal Australian 
today: "I can tell you in lang- 
. uage the Duke of Edinburgh 
might use: It’s bloody tough". 

It was a rare occasion when 
a minister of the crown actual- 
ly admitted something close to 
the truth about the plight of 
the Aborigine. The national 
average life expectancy for 
Aboriginal men is 50, for 
women 47. The death rate for 
Aboriginal women in certain 
age groups is still ten times 
greater than the national ave- 
rage; for men, it is five times 
higher than average. 

Aboriginal children com- 
monly reach school age seve- 
rely handicapped - - their hear- 
ing and eyesight affected, of- 
ten permanently, from untreat- 
ed or chronic infections. 

Infancy is marked by gastro- 
enteritis, pneumonia, constant- 
ly recurring nose and throat 
infections. Sickness and malnu- 
trition for many Aboriginal co- 
mmunities is too often a con- 
tinuing fact of life. 

Statistics show that Aborigi- 
nes are also more likely to 
get into trouble with the police 
than other groups in the com- 
munity and more often go to 
jail. 

Just a few years back, pri- 
son statistics in Western Aus- 
tralia showed that more than 
33 per cent of prisoners were 
Aboriginal even though Abor- 
igines comprised only one per 
cent of the population. 

Aborigines are up against 
it, too, when they try to find 


work: More than 50 per cent 
of the Aboriginal workforce is 
unemployed - - ten times the 
national figure. 

Today's statistical Aborigi- 
ne, if he lives, say, as a 
"fringedweller” in New South 
Wales, may share his bouse 
with as many as 20 other 
people - - relatives, friends 
those in need. It is no wonder 
that many Aborigines have a 
major drinking problem as 
well. 

It is not a pretty picture and* 
it is one for which the whole 
Australian co mmuni ty ran be 
indicted. 

To date, the major social 
justice achievement has been 
the Land Rights Act, which 
was proclaimed last January. 
This provides for Aborigines 
to gain little to existing reser- 
ves and traditional land in the

Northern Territory. Bui its 
wider significance is the recog- 
nition this law gives to the 
special cultural identity of the 
Aboriginal people within the 
life and law of Australian so- 
ciety. 

The government is now look- 
ing at ways of improving the 
basic bread and butter issues 
in the lives of Australian Ab- 
origine such as health, housing, 
education, and employment. It 
has decided that special alloca- 
tions of funds must be set 
aside each year for these fields. 

Instead of concentrating on 
urban-style housing (as in the 
past), the government is look- 
ing to upgrade the basic shel- 
ters which are the preferred 
form of so much Aboriginal 
housing. 

But the greatest problems lie

in the health field. The health 
of Aborigines has been called 
a "national disgrace”. 

The government has decided 
that no headway will be 
made until the Aboriginal 
people themselves are involv- 
ed in solutions. This means 
that knowledge and skills of 
the Aborigines must be deve- 
loped to ensure safe water sup- 
plies, adequate nutrition, and 
basic hygiene. 

The government plans to 
train more Aborigines as 'field 
health workers who can make 
initial contact with those in 
need to provide low-level 
health care while at the same 
time act as educators and as- 
sist Aboriginal communities to 
develop attitudes and behavi- 
oural patterns that will render 
them less liable to constant 
illnesses. 

Special funds are being pro- 
vided to establish an Aborigi- 
nal community health service 
using the Aborigines them- 
selves, and traditional healers, 
to provide the service. 

The greatest concern among 
Aboriginal elders in the out- 
back is that their children 
should learn to read and write. 
Ways are being looked at to 
provide special language 
teachers for the Aborigines so 
that they can learn their own 
language as well as English. 

Programmes are being plan- 
ned to help get work. Gradual- 
ly more and more Aborigines 
are being trained to work in 
the public service. In the De- 
partment of Aboriginal Affairs, 
about 140 out of a total staff 
of 800 are Aborigines. It is a 
small number, but only five 
years ago, the figure was under 
ten. 

As Ian Viner put it: "In my 
opinion, the most critical ele- 
ment missing in Aboriginal life 
today is seif-confidence. I 
would hope to encourage the 
growth of this confidence by 
direct involvement of the Ab- 
original people in decision- 
making processes, by encoura- 
ging them to establish the pri- 
orities of their needs and by 
their active participation in IL' 
co-ordination and use of gov- 
ernment and other resources 
entering their communities.”

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Canadian Parliament 
orders end to strike 


OTTAWA, Aug. 10 (R). — 
Parliament passed a law early 
today ordering the country's 
2,200 air traffic controllers 
back to work three days after 
they walked out in a pay dis- 
pute. 

Union and airline spokesmen 
forecast that air services, bad- 
ly hit by the stoppage, would 
be restored later in the day. 

The bill outlawing the strike 
and imposing a pay settlement 


became law after 12 hours of 
emergency debate in special 
sittings of the Commons and 
Senate. 

Members of the Commons 
were flown to Ottawa aboard 
government aircraft to vote by 
136 votes to II in favour of 
imposing a settlement in the 
pay dispute between the cont- 
rollers and the government.

Israel eases foreign 
currency regulations 

OCCUPIED Jerusalem, Aug. 10 (R). — Israel today eased its 
stringent foreign currency regulations to allow people to main- 
tain, for the first time, bank accounts with money received 
from abroad. 

The Finance Ministry today issued new regulations to ba- 
nks allowing Israelis to keep one-third of all foreign currency 
they had. The rest of the money would have to be converted 
to Israeli currency. 

Before Israelis, other than authorised exporters, had to sell 
all foreign currency they had to the ministry. 

The old regulations caused former Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin to step down from office in April when his wife Leah 
was found guilty of maintaining two bank accounts in the 
United States. 

The new regulations are believed to be an attempt to en- 
courage Israelis to bring in any foreign money they hold to 
help boost the country’s foreign currency reserves. 

The ministry listed three headings under which local fore- 
ign currency bank accounts can be held. 

1. Those who earned money abroad or receive foreign cu- 
rrency as a present. They can now deposit one-third of the 
sum in the foreign currency, and the rest into Israeli money. 
Holders of such accounts would be able to draw up to $1,000 
a year for each member of the family. 

2. Businessmen who are not recognised as exporters can 
now keep all the money they earn abroad and draw $1,500 wh- 
enever thev go abroad in addition to expenses. 

3. Funds raised abroad for local institutions such as hos- 

pitals or schools can now be preserved in the original curren- 
cy and drawn out of the bank without limits. 


E. Germany approves major 
new collective farm code 


EAST BERLIN, Aug. 10 (R). 
— The East German govern- 
ment yesterday formally appr- 
oved a major new collective 
farm code establishing fresh 
organisational structures in the 
nation's agriculture. 

In a joint decree, the ruling 
Communist Party’s Politburo 
and the Council of Ministers 
approved a “master statute” 
which provides a legal basis 
for large-scale farms concen- 
trating on the highly-specialis- 
ed production of either lives- 
tock or crops. 

Some observers saw the 
move as the second major re- 


volution in East German agri- 
culture since communist rule 
began here after World War 

n. 

The first revolution involved 
the ending of private farming, 
which continued in East Ger- 
many until the late 1950s. and 
the formation of thousands of 
collectives under loose state 
control. 

The new statute provides for 
the legal separation of farms 
into more specialised units. Ob- 
servers said the change would 
contribute to deepening demo- 
cratic control of collectives by 
their members.

S. Europeans 
cooperate on 
space project 

PARIS, Aug. 10 (AFP). — Re- 
searchers from France, Spain 
and Italy cooperated in the 
successful launch of a trans- 
Mediterranean balloon last 
Saturday, the French National 
Centre for Space Studies an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The balloon, 330,000 cubic 
metres in volume, carried a 
technologically-equipped gond- 
ola and a Spanish-designed ex- 
periment with a total weight 
of 650 kilos. 

Launched at Trapani in Si- 
cily. the balloon flew more 
than 20 hours at an altitude 
of 40 kms. to its scheduled 
destination in Andalusia, whe- 
re the equipment was recov- 
ered. 

The National Centre for 
Space Studies said monitoring 
stations in Sicily, the Balearic 
Islands and in southern Spain 
had permitted scientists to 
follow the flight, and added 
that technological and scienti- 
fic research objectives had be- 
en completely attained. 

Another balloon launching is 
planned this month with the 
two flights forming a prelude 
to an intensive effort by the 
scientific community. Scientists 
hope to increase the balloons' 
capacity to carry heavy equip- 
ment and to prolong the fli- 
ghts for longer-term experim- 
ents, which require longer-te- 
rm exposure, in for instance 
the astronomical and biologi- 
cal fields. 

The study centre said the 
balloons could unfold new pos- 
sibilities in European space re- 
sear ch.

It said the firm had already 
built 7 power stations in this 
country and over the next 20 
years would construct 13 more 
including the four specified in 
the latest contract, the value 
of which was not given.

Jorte Carbajal said the 
deposits contain rubies, opals, amethysts and turquoises and anr 
located in the states of Oaxaca in the south and Guerrero in the 
centre. He said the stones are taken from the deposits, smuggled 
into the United States and polished, and are then sold for prices 
ranging up to $1,500 a carat. The situation had been made possi- 
ble by lack of control over the mines of precious and semi-pre- 
cious stones, which is costing the government millions of pesos, 
Mr. Carbajal said.

Those commuter games 
are tough! Here’s another 
hand from my adventure 
aboard the 5:24 Grand Cen- 
tral to Stamford. 

The auc.tion -was standard 
and the final contract was a 
good one. Not surprisingly, 
my partner led the top of his 
diamond sequence. 

Declarer ducked the first 
diamond and won the con- 
tinuation. Then he ran the 
jack of hearts, and I allowed 
him to win the trick. He con- 
tinued with the ten of hearts, 
overtaking with dummy's 
queen to make it look as if he 
might be holding a doubleton 
heart. However, my partner 
had followed up the line in 
hearts, so I decided to trust 
him and play declarer for a 
third heart. Therefore, I 
ducked again— in tempo, of 
course. 

Declarer led a spade to his 


nine and my partner's king. 
Tbe eight of diamonds forced 
out declarer's last stopper in 
the suit. Back came a heart. 

and I fully expected de- 
clarer to take "the “marked" 
finesse, allowing me to score 
my king and at the same 

time leaving declarer with 
•no entry to dummy to cash 
the ace of hearts or to repeat 

the spade finesse. To my sur- 
prise, declarer rose with the 
ace .of hearts, dropping my 
king! 

Now declarer could afford 
to discard a club on the nine 
of hearts and take a second 

spade finesse. When this 
won, he came to ten tricks. 

I asked him why he had re- 1 
fused the third heart finesse, i 

He paid me the compliment 
of acknowledging that he 
.thought I was good enough 
: to hold up the king of hearts 

twice. But he also pointed 
out that, even if the king of 
hearts did not drop, he was 

not yet dead. He would still 
'be in dummy and he could 

then fall back on the spade 
finesse for his contract.

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2 women missionaries 
killed in Rhodesia 


SALISBURY, Aug. 10 (Agen- 
cies). — Two white women 
missionaries were shot dead by 
black nationalist guerrillas who 
attacked a Roman Catholic 
Mission station in southwes- 
tern Rhodesia, a Rhodesian go- 
vernment spokesman said to- 
day. 

Missionaries working near- 
by said a band of eight guer- 
rillas demanding money chas- 
ed nurses through St. Paul’s 
Mission yesterday and forced 
patients from their beds. 

One nursing sister - - the on- 
ly white at the remote mission 
to survive the attack -- said 
black nurses were threatened 
with rape. 

A spokesman for nearby St. 
Luke’s Mission named the dead 

woman as German-bom Dr. 
Johanna Decker, 59, from Mu- 
nich, and Sister Ferdinanda. an 
Austrian who recently volun- 
teered for mission work in 
Rhodesia after a term of duty 
in South Africa. 

Dr. Decker had worked in 
the Rhode'':'-' bush country 
for more i..—'. 20 years. 

The guerrillas -- part of na- 
tionalist forces fighting for 
black majority rule in Rhodesia 
-- entered St’. Paul’s yesterday 
afternoon, terrifying nurses 
and patients with Soviet-made 
weapons, Rhodesian military 
sources said. 

The white nursing sister, 
whose name was withheld for 
fear of reprisals, told reporters 
the raiders punched and as- 
saulted black nurses, threaten- 
ing them with rape. 

Dr. Johanna Davies of St. 
Luke's said the guerrillas de- 

Denktash 
on election 

NICOSIA, Aug. 10 (AFP). 
— Turkish- Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash yesterday protested 
against a British Foreign Office 
announcement that Britain 
would recognise the elected 
successor to the l.ne President 
Makarios as president o? the 
whole of Cyprus, the TAK 
news agency reported. 

Mr. Denktash, President of 
the Turkish "Federated State 


roanded money and Dr. Decker 
offered them all that was in 
the cash box.

Black mission staff fled into 
the bush during the attack.

Rhodesian troops began a 
manhunt for the raiders, who 
were said by the military sour- 
ces to have soent several hours 
in a beerhall before the inci- 
dent. 

The mission is in the Lupane 
area of southwestern Rhodesia 
which according to the sources 
has been heavily infiltrated by 
guerrillas supporting Mr. Josh- 
ua Nkomo, co-leader with Mr. 
Robert Mugabe of the Patrio- 
tic Front nationalist group. 

Last weekend guerrillas at- 
tacked the Regina Mundi Mis- 
sion in the Lupane area, rob- 
bing mission staff. Austrian- 
born Rudi Kogler. 45. a build- 
ing contractor who was at the 
scene, shot dead one guerrilla 
before being killed by other 
raiders. 

Last February seven while 
missionaries were killed at St. 
Paul's Catholic Mission near 


Mtoko in northeastern Rhode- 
sia during a raid blamed by 
Rhodesian authorities on black 
nationalist guerrillas. 

In Vienna, Catholic Church 
officials said the two victims jf 
the latest missionary attack 
were shot dead as they tried 
to sbield their patients from at- 
tack. 

The officials said the guer- 
rillas told Dr. Decker that she 
must close the mission hos- 
pital. 

The church authorities said 
she and Sister Ferdinanda 53. 
were shot at close range as 
they stood between their pati- 
ents and the guerrilas. 

The nurse, whose original 
name was Miss Anna Ploner, 
came from a Catholic order in 
southern Austria and moved to 
St. Paul's from South Africa 
about six months ago.

Botswana mil itary base 

In a separate development, 
a Rhodesian army spokesman 
in Salisbury today denied re- 
ports from Gaborone. Botswa- 
na, that some 150 Rhodesian 
troops yesterday attacked a 
military base across the bor- 
der !n Botswana but were re- 
pulsed bv Botswanan forces.

Weizman: Israeli defence cuts 
will not hurt army’s readiness 

TEL AVIV, Aug. 10 (R). — Defence Minister Ezer Weizman pr- 
omised yesterday that the government’s substantial cuts in Is- 
rael’s defence budget would not diminish ihe army’s state of 
readiness. 

He told military correspondents that the army Chief-of-Staff, 
Lt.-Gen. Mordechai Gur, had agreed to the cuts announced last 
month. 

Mr. Weizman said there would be no cutback In spending on 
Israel's warning system, the army training programme, mainte- 
nance of military vehicles and the individual soldier’s living co- 
nditions. 

But local army purchases had been cut by $62.2 million, im- 
ports for the armed forces by $55 million and military building 
and construction by $15.3 million this year, he said. 

Earlier yesterday, Mr. Weizman announced the establishm- 
ent of a special joint committee of army and Defence Ministry 
officials to reorganise the army’s ground forces, whose structure 
had remained basically the same since 1952. 

Reserve Maj. Gen. Israel Tal, a former Armoured Corps co- 
mmander, was appointed head of the committee, which has be- 
en asked to examine the possibility of granting the different se- 
rvices greater autonomy, Mr. Weizman said. 

One of the possibilities being studied is whether to follow 
the American example by having separate chlefs-of-staff for the 
army, the navy and the air force under the control of a joint 
chlefc-of-staff committee. Defence Ministry sources said. 


tion. the agency said. 

He added that the British go- 
vernment had itself in its time 
protested to Greek-Cypriot au- 
thorities that such a law was 
invalid. 

Mr. Denktash also reaffirmed 
that the successor to President 
Makarios. who died last Wed- 
nesday, would only be leader 
of the Greek-Cypriots. 

U S. ready to discuss 
Cyprus 

In a separate development, 
American diplomat Clark Clif- 
ford said here yesterday that 
he was ready to open dis- 
cussions with both sides in the 
Cypriot conflict, but only if 
asked. 

Prior to his departure from 
Cyprus, where he had attend- 
ed Monday’s funeral for Arch- 
bishop Makarios, Mr. Clifford 
said he would stay in touch 
with both sides and emphasis- 
ed that Washington’s inten- 
tion was to pursue with all 
possible means efforts to find 
a solution to the Cypriot pro- 
blem. 

Mr. Clifford, who held talks 
in Athens, Ankara and Nicosia 
last February, said that the 
island’s difficulties were a con- 
tinual threat to stability and 
peace in the region. 

The United States would 
continue to recognise the Re- 
public of Cyprui i it had be- 
fore, Mr. Clifford said, adding 
that he hoped neither side 
would take any action which 
would increase dangers in the 
delicate situation. 


Key congress of Chinese Communist Party ma y 
already have started without official notice 


PEKING. Aug. 10 (R). — The 
11th Congress of the Chinese 
Communist Party is imminent 
or mav already be underway, 
reliable sources here said to- 
day. 

Chinese officials declined to 
comment and have indicated 
that the congress -- the first 
since Mao Tse-tung's death 
will not be announced until it 
is over. 

The sources have given prior 
notice of important meetings 
here in the past. 

There have been dear signs 
of preparations. Politburo me- 
mbers from all over China 
gathered here last week and 
radio stations have reported 
conferences in the provinces to 
elect delegates. 

The congress will discuss 


numerous top appointments, 
revise the party constitution 
and review the new economic 
plan. A Central Committee 
plenum last month made cle- 
ar it will also formally purge 
followers of the "gang of four" 
radicals. 

Since the plenum, newspa- 
pers have carried daily exhor- 
tations to "usher in the victo- 
rious convocation of the par- 
ty's 11th national congress with 
practical actions.” 

Today, Peking’s Gungming 
daily published a whole page 
of background information on 
previous congresses. 

The section dealing with the 
last congress in 1973 ommit- 
ted reference to a key speech 
by Mr. Wang Hung-wen, one 
of the "gang of four” toppled

Japanese volcano quietens down 
but more eruptions may follow 


SAPPORO, Japan, Aug. 10 
(Rj. Volcanic eruptions from 
Mount Usu in northern Japan 
ceased today but meterological 
officials warned more cascades 
of rock and ash from its 725 
metre high mouth could be on 
the way. 

They said earthquakes were 
stitl rumbling round the base 
of the volcano which became 
active on Sunday and has cau- 
sed damage to farm land 
estimated at 10 billion yen 
($30 million). 

Officials said they had lost 
count of the number of erup- 
tions which have turned thous- 
ands of hectares into an ash 
and rock strewn wilderness. 

No casualties have been ca- 


used but about 6.000 tourists 
and residents have been evacu- 
ated from nearby resorts and 
towns. 

Troops last night went to 
the help of 200 people virtual- 
ly cut off in a village by drafts 
of ash and black smoke from 
the mountain. 

Debris from the eruptions 
has fallen on Sapporo and 
other towns more than 100 
kms. from Mount Usu. 

The fall of ash and rocks 
has turned two resorts in the 
volcano's foothills into virtual 
ghost towns and police were 
sent in to protect property. 

In nearby villages, people 
who stayed behind to protect 
their homes took shelter in 
schools and government build- 


ings during eruptions. 

Police said water supplies in 
some areas were dwindling and 
added that fresh supplies were 
being brought in by troops. 

Railway lines and many 
roads in the area were blocked 
by tons of ash and debris. 

Three have been about 10 
major eruptions on Mount 
Usu since 1611, killing and in- 
juring more than 100 people.

LAHORE, Pakistan, Aug. 10 
(Agencies) — Former Pakistani 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali 
Bhutto plans to make a public 
appearance here today despite 
the violence that surrounded 
his arrival on Monday. 

Sources in his Pakistan Pe- 
ople’s Party said Mr. Bhutto, 
ousted in a military coup five' 
weeks ago, would visit the 
ma usoleum of the 1 .000-yea r- 
old Moslem saint D:*da Ganj 
Bakhsh. who is reputed to gra- 
nt success to those who pray 
for it. 

Maulana Mufti Mahmud, who 
leads Mr. Bhutto’s opponents 
in the Pakistan National Alli- 
ance (PNA). claimed In a meet- 
ing last night that the former 
prime minister wanted to cr- 
eate disturbances to sabotage 
elections scheduled for Oct. 18- 
But the alliance called off a ge- 
neral strike planned to take 
place in Lahore today after the 
armv command here promised 
to deal severely with those res- 
ponsible for Monday’s violence. 

When the strike was first 
announced on Monday, some 
reports said that it would be 
held throughout the nation. 

But Prof. Ghafur Ahmed, 
Secretary General of the PNA, 
said yesterday that only La- 
hore would be affected. 

The PNA said the strike was 
being held to protest against 
the “hooliganism of Bhutto's 
men.” 

The PNA spokesman said

Monday. The former premie- 
was making his first visit b 
the city since being release 
from detention by the axnjy 
government. 

Mr. Bhutto yesterday let » 
be known that he "regretted" 
the disturbances provoked by 
his arrival but said that they 
were "beyond his control”. 

The opposition’s renunciation 
of a general strike should de- 
fuse a potentially-explosive sit. 
uation. observers here believed. 
Mr. Bhutto's visit to the shrine 
today was expected to paw 
without incident following a 
sever? army reprimand to lea- 
ders of his People's Party. 

The army which is trying to 
reduce political tension before 
the elections, threatened stiff 
punishment “without fear or 
pity" to those breaking the pre- 
sent ban on political activity 
and demonstrations. Punish- 
ments would include jail sen- 
tences and floggings. 

Monday's violence, in which 
13 people were injured and 43 
arrested, presented the gravest 
challenge to the army's auth- 
ority since its July coup. 

Mr. Bhutto, now fighting for 
his political career, was rep- 
orted yesterday to have cance- 
lled his appointments because 
of a stomach upset 

But party sources said today 
he was meeting prospective 
candidates far the elections be- 
fore visiting the shrine.

USSR allows' Mrs. Sakharov 
to have operation in Italy 


MOSCOW, Aug. 10 (R). — 
Soviet authorities today gave 
permission to Mrs. Yelena Sa- 
kharov, wife of Soviet human 
rights campaigner Andrei Sak- 
harov, to make her second 
trip to Italy for an eye opera- 
tion.

S. Africa

PRETORIA, Aug. 10 (R). 
— Defence Minister Pieter 
Botha declared last night 
South Africa was going all- 
out to develop its own arras 
industry. Asked to comm- 
ent on a statement by of- 
ficials in Paris that the 
French government had ex- 
tended its arms embargo on 
South Africa to all types of 
military equipment, includ- 
ing warships, Mr. Botha sa- 
id: "It is not South Afri- 
ca's policy to say from wh- 
om or to whom it is buy- 
ing or selling arms. In the 
meantime, however, we are 
doing our utmost to ensure 
the rapid development of 
our own arms industry al- 
ongside other industries." 
He added he would make 
a further statement “in my 
own time” on the question 
of warships.

NEW DELHI, Aug. 10 (AFP). 
— Indian Foreign Minister 
Atal Behari Vajpayee yester- 
day denied opposition accusa- 
tions in parliament that the 
country's foreign policy has 
subtly and slightly shifted, and 
maintained India will not yield 
to pressure from anyone. 

Speaking in a foreign policy 
debate in the upper house of 
the Indian parliament, Mr. 
Vajpayee added, however: 
"Our policy is not static, but 
dynamic. Foreign policy will be 
flexible so that it is capable of 
coping with changing situa- 
tions in the world.” 

Of India’s nuclear polity, he 
said India will not allow ins- 
pection of any of its atomic 
plants "built with its own ge- 
nius” under any circumstan- 
ces. 

Atomic plants built with 
American and Canadian co- 
operation were, however, open 
to scrutiny under international 
law, he said. 

India refused to sign the 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation Tre- 
aty because the treaty was 


Mr. Vajpayee said 
that the administration of 
President Jimmy Carter had 
extended the hand of friend- 
ship and “we have decided to 
accept it." 

With China, he went on, 
'India had exchanged envoys 
and established trade rela- 
tions.

Pakistan and that, but for the 
internal troubles Pakistan was 
experiencing, this normalisa- 
tion process would have been 
completed. He hoped to see a 
stable and prosperous Pakis- 
tan and welcomed the idea of 
early elections there. 

With Bangladesh. Mr. Vaj- 
payee said, India intends to 
reach agreement on the shar- 
ing of the Ganges waters on 
the basis of ‘give and take' 
and both sides would have to 
make sacrifices. No agreement 
would be arrived at with Dacca 
under pressure, he added. 

He described India's relations 
with Nepal as very friendly 
and added that after his re- 
cent visit to Kathmandu these 
relations had become "much 
sweeter".

While China awaits Vance 
its media criticises U.S. 
Middle East peace effort 
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PEKING, Aug. 10 (AFP). — 
Two weeks before a visit to 
China by U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance the Ame- 
rican position on the Middle 
East question was yesterday 
strongly criticised by Peking 
which considers Mr. Vance's 
current tour as aimed at st- 
rengthening the U.S. position 
at the expence of the Soviet 
Union. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Leonard 
Woodcock, the new head of 
the American Liaison Office 
in Peking, had a half-hour 
meeting with one of China's 
top leaders, Vice Premier Li 
Hsien-nien. The meeting was 
in the framework of a series 
of courtesy visits carried out 
by Mr. Woodcock since his 
arrival here on July 26, an 
American source said without 
giving further details. 

The official New China 
News Agency, commenting on 
Mr. Vance’s tour of five Arab 
countries and Israel, yesterday 
described the American posi- 
tion on the question of a with- 
drawal fay Israel from occu- 
pied territories as "ambig- 
uous”. 

According to the Agency, 
the U.S. administration admit- 
ted that Israel "should with- 
draw” from occupied Arab ter- 
ritories, but stressed at the 
same time “that Israel’s ‘ex- 
act borders' must be ‘agreed 
in the negotiations’ and that 
‘security arrangements on all 
fronts satisfactory to all par- 
ties’ must be made.”
